All railway companies desiring to use the 
said bridges shouid have equal rights and privi- 
leges In tue passage Of the same and the use of 
the machinery aod Oxtures thereof and all ap- 
proeches thereto, under and upon such terms 
and conditions as shail be prescribed by the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for the district ia 
which such bridge is situated, upon hear- 
ing tbe allegations and proofs 
parties. In case they # hall 
there is a draw-bridge, the 
pivot is to be over the main channel of the river 
at ap accessible navigable poing, and the spans 
not less than two hundred feetin length in the 
clear, and the piers of the bridge are to be par- 
allel with the current of the river,and the span 
are not to be less than ten feet above high water 
mark to the bottom chord of the bridge, and the 
draw isto be opened promptly upon reasonable 
signal for the passing of boats. The right to 
alier or amend the act 80 as to prevent or remove 
ali materia] obstruciions to the navigation of the 
Mississippi river by the evnstruction of bridges 
is expressly reserved.

It ts oniy tew in the Dame atsumed, 
practices, or phenomena, if you please, w bich 
have been employed ig tts support. ut, re 
showing tte aviiquity, let us gol @ clear idea of 
what é¢piritualism is claimed to be. 
Mesmetism, or the ~~ rated which one bods 
or ene mind may have over another, as to mo- 
tien, thought, expression, imagination, eic., ta 
only sometimes One Of the appendages, yet it is 
DOS spiritualism. 
The aoctrine of Metempsychorls, or the trans- 
mgration of soule- teaching that every one of 
us has beec, at one time, some one else, or some- 
thing else—either man, beast, bird or fish, and 
that, in the fu: trapsiations of some other 
sort willioccur. This oreadiul doctrine, though 
held by many of its vo'nrier, ite stiil only anosher 
accidental appendege, and ts pot spiritualism. 
But modera spiritualism claimg a3 its central 
doctrine the capacity of living meh toe commauni- 
Cate with the spirits of dead men. This detal- 
tion emoraccs the kernal idea of ihe new relig- 
ton, taugbt and beld by its expounders and lead- 
ing desciples, and to oe we shall hold it, and by 
fi it must — or fa 
The Divine Sertptare terms this cepacity (pre- 
tended or real, it does not necromaaeys; 
and iis prohibition and - condemnation ia the 
Li vtica! law are the earliest: mentions that we 
have of its existence. In the 18:b chapier of 
ulercnomy, b+ gluDing at the Oth verse, It is 
ri'ten: *““Whea thou art come unto the land 
whic h the Lord thy God soe thee, thou shalt 
not jeain io do after the abominations of tho:e au- 
tions--Mearing the ithbabitants of Canaaa. There 
shall not be found among you any that u-e:h 
divination, or an enchanier, 0 witch, or a 
charmer, or a “onsulter of familiar spirits, or a 
Wizard, or a necromancer. For all that de the e 
things are abemination usto the Lord; 
cause of these abominations the Lord thy God 
dcth drive ‘bem out of Canaan from »efore thee.’”’ 
In Homer’s celebrated Odyseev a large portion 
is devoted 'o the modes adopted for commuani- 
cating with the dead, some bloody and appuling! 
In Horaee. aiso, we @nd the necromancer a favo- 
rite medium even then. And, In Thessaiy, the 
percbagogol, by the immolation of human vic- 
tims, a d the same art, and evoked from the 
spirit land the manes of the dead for consultation 
in regard to both the present and the future. 
Mohamm-d wasa celebrated medium, and, for 
two years, s awene | in a cave, as be afflumed to com- 
mupe with God in the spirit world. And on the 
rv Velations, pretended er real, which he received 
in the cave bear Mecca, and subsequently in his 
palace In Medina, rested the fanatical scheme of 
a religion, false and Corrupt, as it was bloody 
and ambitious! 
There are examples culte sufficient to show that 
this new religion is.ju reality a very old ome- as oid 
as superstiiion and nec:omancy: apd the only 
Claim to modernism is the Dew phases which it has 
recently assumed. But never before has it assailed 
the church with its pernicious influences, as it 
bas within the past few years, In tormer times 
it confacd liseif chiefly to heathen nations, or to 
some semi-Christianized sons of Ishmael, bat 
never before bas pnecromancy effected such a 
biead entree into tbe pale of Christian civilize. 
tion. And beeause of the stupendous demoraii- 
zation v hich it is working: because of the vast 
many of good and pure Christian people who 
bave been greatly tempted, or who bave already 
departed fiom the frith, having giv-n heed to 
sesucing spirits and the doctrines of devils, and 
because the demoralization is waxing worse and 
worse, deceiving and 
Apostie prevhested; 
these latter times, may we discover the complete 
fulfilment of the apostolic prophecy, as con. 
talneo in the text

But we 
submit, with humility, that 2% of them can 
not possibly get the nomination for Gov- 
ernor next May; and if there were just 
balf a dozen gentlemen of ability and 
courage who could bring their minds to 

the conclusion that they have no chance 
to get it and don’t want it, we are dispoged 
to think that things would brighten; and 
that smartly. Be this'as it may, the indi- 
viduality of the Legislature has largely 
interfered with that bold and business-like 
conduct of the interests of the State which 
might have marked the career of a less able 
but ‘more self-sacrificing’ body of public 
servants. 

Three bills of great public intereat have 
bung fire since the assembling in January. 
The conventiona! mterest bill, the bill re- 
vising our rules of evidence and the bill 
for the preservation of law and order are 
ina state of melancholy abeyance. Can 
apy one marvel that people should ask “It 
these measures are not to be settled, why 
does the Legislature remain at Frankfort, 
and what is its purpose in prolonging its 
session?” This is to-day the query allover 
Kentucky. But gentlemen answer “We 
were not elected to pass these measures. 
When we were elected we committed our. 
selvesagainst them. We admit that public 
opinion has chanted. But we bave no 
official advisement, and c.rnnot act against 
our pledges, thouth given two and three 
years ago without specific instructions.” 
To this we might say, “Well, if: that is 
your opinion, you had beiter adjourn, for, 
unless you do act, there is no need to 
burden the Siate with the expense of a 
prolonged session that does not feel 
‘itself authorized to trot along with the 
recognized course of events.” We say 
nething of the sort. On the contrary, 
we say, “Act hke men of sense, who are 
not airaid of shadows, and who do not 
propose to trifle with great public interests. 
and as no other class has stood still, as all 
of us have been preesed forward more or 
less, do you move up likewise, cven- 
breasted, at least, with what you know to 
be the needs of the times.” ~ 

We agree with Mr. LyttLEeton Cooxg, 
that with a proper testimony law no Ku- 
klux bill would be necessary, and hente 
we advise the passage of the act on which 
Mr. Witu1am Jonnson and Mr. Cooxz 
ere agreed, and which, as we learn, they 
intend to push to a vote.

All the rulings and authoritative exposi- 
tions of our constitution thus far rendered 
deny that Congress can, under the power 
to open post roads, empower corporations 
of any sort to construct and operate rail- 
roads through apy State with or without 
the latter's consent. In view ot which 
fact it is evident that Mr. Dickson is not 
merely guessing when he says there 
are “enough legal questions to keep 
the -Ferguson scheme in court for 
many years.’ Why Cincinnati 80 
stubbornly clings to a plan which 
must delay the road and fatten the purses 
of lawyers when other plans more eco- 
nomical, direct and feasible are open to 
her, is the most pregnant conundrum oft 
the age. Why does she so doggedly seek 
to coerce from Kentucky a privilege and 
a grant of power such as no city in the 
wide world ever before sought to extort 
from a friendly State? Why does ghe 
prefer to postpone the completion of her 
road, abide “‘the law’s delay” and submit 
to tive uncertain decisions of distant Legis- 
latures anomalous projects entirely new 
under the sun, when well-known means 
are at ber disposal, and the Legislature 
which gave her the Ferguson bill has 
been ready any time these two years to 
supplement 1t with a bonus clause obvi- 
ating: the necessity of appealing to Con- 
gress to exercise a doubiful and dangerous 
coercive power against Kentucky? 

It is easier to ask than to answer these 
questions, but any one can surmise the 
advantages wbich Cinc'nnati expects to 
obtain by the roundabout _ pettifogge- 
ry of her Ferguson bill. .It empowers 
trustees appointed for lille and removable 
only for cause totnd valid by the Superior 
Court to spend ten millions of her money, 
bind her by contract: to an indefinite 
amount of indebtedness and make her re- 
sponsible for all their discretionary acts as 
her agents.

The Kentucky Legislature has not at 
furthest very many weeks tolast. It may 
adjourn the middle of March or it may 
prolong its session until the first of April; 
but adjourn it must and will, and as the 
long and the short of it involve only a 
matter of a few days more or less, we may 
speak of itas an Assembly on the eve of 
going out of existence. 

Tosay of it that it has not thus far real- 
ized the public expectation is to put into 
distinct and articulate form the vague and 
many-toned echoes that in varying phrase 
and from divers quarters have reached its 
own ear but too often of late. But be- 
cause a Legislative body is unpopular is 
not to be taken as clear proof either that 
it is unworthy in itself or that its actions 
have been unwise.

Our object 
is to call the attention of members to the 
condition of affairs and their own relation 
thereto, and with the view, if possible, of

A Voice From Ciacinaati. 

Mr. W. M. Dickson, with more intelli- 
gence and fairness than is usually mani- 
fested by the average Cincinnatian, has 
memorialized the sachems of that munici- 
pality on the mistakes they are making in 
the flush of their railway fever. Asa sup- 
plement to the Ferguson bill Mr. Dickson 
proposes an act empowering Cincinnati to 
contract with an individual for the con- 
struction of her Southern road, paying a 
bonus therefor on its completion. He 
suggests that Mr. PENDLETON, as manager 
of the Kentucky Central, would under- 
take the work, and that, by this means, all 
the obstacles would be avoided which now 
stand in the way of the Fetguson plan, 
whether in the Kentucky Legislature or in 
Congress. The prohibitions of the Ohio 
constutution are not directed against the 
city’s engaging in the business of making 
roads, but only against a particular mode 
of doing that busimess, viz.: that of giv- 
ing money to or taking stock in a pri- 
vate corporatiop. All other metheds are 
open to Legislative discretion, and, under 
the late decision of the Superigt Court, 
Mr. Dicxson’s supplementary act would 
stand on the same constitutional ground 
as the Ferguson bill. 

Mr. Dickson argues that his pian can 
be tested without expense. It requires no 
costly board of trustees with its corps of 
secretaries; no money for lawyers or lob- 
bies; no elaborate engineering. The city 
would not pay a cent for the road until 
she hears the whistle of the engine bring- 
ing the first train of cars from Chattanooga 
and begins to receive the benefits; and she 
would escape the enormous liability and 
the entangling alliances that must attend 
the effort to perform a work for which she 
is no fit instrument. On the other hand, 
the Ferguson scheme, while involving 
all these sinister results, promises only 
more delay and disappointment. Twice 
has Kentucky been asked for legislation to 
carry out the scheme. Twice hae she re- 
fused. 

“We now elk: ” says Mr. Droxson, “to 
coerce her by the paramount authority of 
Congress. Reverse the picture. Suppose 
Maysville had twice sought to intrude her 
jurisdiction into our borders, and had been 
twice refused by our Legislature, and had 
then sought to coerce us by Congressional 
enactment, hew would we feel? Would 
we not seek legal means to thwart the 
effort? Is Kentucky less sensitive? There

name, “The Trustees of the Cincinnati 
Southern Railroad,” and it endows them 
and their successors in endless succession 
with corporate powers, “to sue and be 
sued, to contract and be contracted with, 
to buy and sell property” in that name. 
Thus whilst the Sherman bill will impart 
to the trustees all the characteristics and 
essential elements of a corporation as de- 
fined in all the horn-books of the law, the

Sedden Death oi the Coniederate v- 
alter ia Galvesten. -_ 


There are hundreds of people in Louisville who 
Will be shecked ard grieved to learn that Gea. 
Jobn Ban kbead ts dead. A private dis- 
paich informs us that be died in Galveston yester- 
cay morning. He bes spent much time here, Was 
well known at thetwo cinbs, and was esieemed 
for bis queer, off-hand, genial, talkative, soidier- 
ly way. He was prc-eminently a slashing dra- 
£002. 

Gen. Magiuder was born in Virgiola about 
3811, and graduated at West Point in 1830. He 
began his career as an officer, immediately re- 
ceiving the commis:ion of a brevet second licu- 
tenent Im the Seventh infantry. The following 
sear he was made second lieutenant in the Firn 
artillery, assistamt commissary of subsistence in 
1835, frst Weutenant in 1836, and captain in June, 
1346. In 1847 he wn brevetted major for gal- 


commission appointed a 
Colonel in the army of Virgmia and took com- 
mend at Yorktown. There be remained till the 
Confederates retreated in May, 1862. Huving 
risen to the rank of Major General in the Con- 
federate service, be took part in the Chicka- 
hominy campaign.
